New York Feb. 23.—It is said that 


a» recently as March, 1906—three 
month's before Harry Kendall Thaw 
shot Stanford "White—the latter fre- 
quently lurked about the Hotel San 
Jacinto In 911 effort to renew his ac- 
quaintance with Evelyn Nesbit Thaw. 
He invoked the aid of Miss Hattie 
Forsythe to arrange a reconciliation 
between him and the wife of Thaw, 
and when Miss Forsythe tricked him 
be sent her away to California. These 
facts were sworn to hy a witness in 
the Thaw case, and printed to the pub- 
lic for the first time. George Pollock 
is the new witness. He was an el- 
evator boy in the San Jacinto during 
th* time when Miss Forsythe had 
apartments there. 


C. W. Hartridge, counsel to Harry 


K. Thaw, was in conference with the- 
prisoner, and for an hour the two dis- 
cussed various matters, among them, 
it was said, the possibility that the 
prosecution might seek to interrupt 
the cross-examination of the defend- 
ant's wife. It had been reported, 
though without apparent authority, 
that District Attorney Jerome would 
shift his attack on the defense and in- 
sist- that the direct examination of 
Drs. Deemar and Bingaman, Ihe alien- 
ists for the defense, be concluded be- 
fore the stare continued its cross-ex- 
amination of Mrs. Thaw. This move 
would, be construed as in the -direc- 
tion of an application for lunacy com- 
rnisslou to 
examine the prisoner. 


This report is said to havo reached 
the prisoner and caused him no little 
uneasiness. Mr Hartridge, however, 
was able to assure him that Mrs. 
Thaw's examination would be com- 
pleted before the defense called other 
witnesses.

It is well 
known that he desires nothing less 
than to undergo a mental examina- 
tion. 


That Thaw's fears have some basis 


in fact, was evidenced in a statement 
credited to a court official. According 
to this man, Mrs. William Thaw, the 
mother of Harry, 10 days ago ap- 
proached the district attorney through 
friends and expressed her willingness 
that a commission in lunacy be ap- 
pointed. The mother's state of mind, 
it was said, was the result of having 
read the harrowing story told on the 
witness stand bs her daughter-in-law,

HUNGER STRIKE 


Inaugurated by Polish Students, Who 


Gain Their Point. 


Vienna, Feb 23—A largo number 


of Ruthenian uni\ersit> students, who 
were arrested recently at Lemberg 
and imprisoned for refusing to take 
the oath 
in the Polish language, 


adopted a hunger strike, refusing all 
food or drink. After three davs they 
became so weak that the doctors in 
attendance declined to accept respon- 
sibility for their lives, and as a result 
the students were victonous

then the students declined to quit the 
prison because five of their ringlead- 
ers were detained, and barricaded 
themselves to prevent their forcible 
ejection.

veniences of tbe patrons of roller skat- 
ing. 


Many representatives of the most 


prominent families in tbe country now 
enjoy tbe sport, thus giving It a dig- 
nity and standing that were consplcn 
oua by their absence in former years 
It is true that they usually attend the 
morning sessions, but this is largely 
due to the many social engagements 
which occupy their time. With the con- 
tinuation of support from the better 
element there Is little doubt about the 
future status of roller skating.
